Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. &—[Special.]— 
Senator Allison, who as Chairman of the sub- 
committee has been familiar with every 
phase in the formulation of the bill, taiked 
tonight about the work of himself and col- 
leagues. “There bas never been the siight- 
est intention on the part of the committee,“ 
he said, ot not reporting a bill to be con- 
sidered this session. And from the begin- 
ning we have felt the absolute need of cut- 
ting down the revenues $60,000,000. It was 
not till July that the certainty of the Mills 
bill passing the House was established. Then 
our real work commenced, but we were iim- 
ited to general matters until the measure 
actually came over to us and it was known 
throughout the country just u bat its provis- 
ions were. Then our labors were redoubled 
and we worked with great diligence and care 
up to the time the bill was ready.“ 

„ Dii the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee share your labors, Senator!“ 

“That is something which I think ought to 
be fully understood. The Democratic mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee were given 
every opportunity to take vart in preparing 
the substitute which We today reported. The 
examinations were open to every one and 
nothing was done secretly.

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—If the Savoy Theatre last 
evening had been as large as Albert Hall. 
which seats 10,000 people, it could not have 
accommodated all who within the last month 
have applied for tickets, so pronounced has 
been the excitement over the new opera, and 
especially since it became known that it sav- 
ored less of the burlesque than the previous 
operas of Gilbert ana Sullivan, and that it 
took on more of the character of grand opera. 
Hundreds upon hundreds collected hopelessly, 
as it proved, around the doors of the theatre 
at an early hour, and when the curtain 
rose not one ticketholder proved dtia- 
tory. At least half of the brilliant 
audience had come from the country side 
especially for the occasion. I will first give 
in narrative form the plot and action of the 
opera. One rural scene of Tower Green— 
once the broad expanse where the mint and 
other national buildings now stand, and 
what is now known as Tower Hamlets—is 
used throughout the two acts. When the 
curtain rose the action disclosed Phoebe 
seated spinning à la Marguerite, She weep- 
Rasy ghee of one verse, which runs 
thus: 

When a maiden loves she mopes apart, 
As an owl mopes on a tree; 
Although she keenly feels the smart, 
She cannot tell what ails her heart, 
With ite sad ah, me! 
*Tis but a foolish bird that sings, 

Ah, me! 
Born but to droop and die, 

Ah, me! 
Yet all the sense of eloquence 
Lies hidden in a maid’s ah, me! 

Now enters the Assistant Torturer of the 
Tower, who loves her.

ENTER THE CHORUS. 

A conversation ensues in which he ex- 
presses jealousy of her attentions to a pris- 
oner, Col. Fairfax, who is to be beheaded that 
evening. This is interrupted by the entrance 
of the chorus of yeomen, citizens, women, and 
neighbors in the quaint costume of the peri- 
od, headed by Sergt. Meryll, the father of 
Phoebe. The cho rus glorifies yeomen Tower 
life and citizens’ attire to -Phabe, and her 
father enters. The contralto dame of the 
Tower, who gossips about the coming execu- 
tion, sings a ballad glorifying her own work 
in these words: 

The screw may twist and the rack may turn, 

And man may bleed and women may burn. 

On London Tower and all its hoard 

We keep a solemn watch and ward. 

All exit but Phosbe and her father, who 
develop the fact that Fairfax once saved the 
sergeant’s life. The latter’s son, long ab- 
sent and not known to the town, is hourly 
expected as a new yeoman and arrives while 
the dialogue proceeds. After a song from 
the father eulogistic of the son, he is also 
conscious of the debt of gratitude the family 
owe Fairfax, so agrees to conceal himself 
whiie that prisoner shall pass, with his heavy 
beard shaven, for the newly-arrived son. 
After Fairfax is presumed to have escaped a 
trio ends the scene to the refrain: \ 

And shall we reckon risks we run 
To save the life of such an one? 

The son is then leaving for hiding when en- 
ter the custodian of the Tower, with Fairfax 
and the guard, en route to the condemned 
man’s cell. He bears his doom bravely, and 
says to the sergeant: 

In this happy little community death, when he 
come, doth so in a punctual and businesslike 
fashion, and, like acourtly gentleman, giveth due 
notice of his advent, that one may not be taken 
unewares. 

Fairfax then gives a bailad beginning: 

Is life a book in which occur these lines: ;

ONE LITTLE BOON. 

He then informs the tower commandant 
that he has a boon to ask of his kinsman, 
who will succeed him in title and estates, 
providing he dies unmarried, and whom he 
dislikes.

can find one willing to become a widow ina 
few hours. 

Then enter Merryman and the maid, who 
are engaged to marry, and pursued by a 
crowd.

A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


Lyman Trumbull Says the South Side L“ 
Contracts Are Valid. 

Mr. Goudy having taken the ground that 
the contracts between the property-holders 
on the South Side and the Chicago Rapid 
Transit & Elevated Railroad were contrary 
to public policy, the company issuing stock 
or cash as a consideration, the company sub- 
mitted the matter to Lyman Trumbull for 
his opinion. This was submitted yesterday. 
Mr. Trumbull takes the ground that tne 
owner of the property can authorize ano ther 
to sign his name to the petition. He argues 
that a proverty-owner has no right to with- 
draw his consent to the proposed ordinance 
after his petition has been handed to the 
City Council. . 

Mr. Trumbull goes on to say: 

The Council, I conceive, would have no juris- 
diction to go further and inquire into the motives 
which lead to the giving of tne authority or the 
validity of the contracts between the petitioner 
and the elevated railroad company, upon which 
the courts alone are competent to pass. While, 
therefore, the Common Council has not anything 
to do with the private contracts between the 
elevated railroad company, nor any jurisdiction 
to pass upon them, itis believed when investi- 
gated by the proper tribunals they will be found 
to be valid contracts between the parties. 

In affirming the validity of the contracts 
Judge Trumbull says: 

The difference between the elevated railroad 
contracts and those which have been held con- 
trary to public policy and void is this: The for- 
mer are private contracts in no wise aff 
the public interests or third persons; the latter 
either affect the public or third persons. There 
is no community of interest between the peti- 
tioners who ask the Council to nt the per- 
mission to construct the eleva road, Each 
subscribes for such reasons as satisfy him.

Insanity Ran in the Family and She 
Feared the Disease. 

Lake Geneva, Wis., Oct. 3.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. J. E. Sheldon, who committed suicide 
here yesterday, had been a resident of this 
place for about eighteen years. She was en- 
gaged in the millinery business until about 
six years ago, when she sold out. She was 
educated at Milton College, and was an ear- 
nest worker in the cause of Christianity and 
temperance. For a number of years she had 
a sister in the asylum at Madison, who 
recently has been deciared incurabie. This 
fact preyed upon her mind to 
such an extent that she finally went to a 
physician.

These are significant straws, showing that 
there is a steady annexation breeze blowing 
and that it is likely to incréase. A leading 
member of the Canadian bar ina recent in- 
ter view. however, discussed the situauon in 
a much more explicit and signincant man- 
ner. He is of opinion that should Congress 
offer to tear down the custom-house barriers 
and toextend the advantages of unrestricted 
trade to Canada, the people of the Dominion 
would be ready to accept the offer, knowing 
it to be for their interests. He inti- 
mates, however, that the Governor Gen- 
eral would withhoid his assent until 
he was authorized to give it by the Imperial 
Government, and expresses his belief that 
the latter would senda peremptory refusal. 
This, in his opinion, would not end the mat- 
ter, for the Canadians, enraged at what they 
would regard as an imposition and an indus- 
trial outrage upon them, would declare for 
emancipation from the British manufacturers 
and seek an escape from them by political 
union with this country. Such a turn m 
affairs he believes would present a quick 
and effective way to capture Canada.” In 
that case Mr. Wiman’s surmise is a signifi- 
cant one.

“BOSTON BUCK’S” STRANGE CASE. 
Most Extraordinary Story Told by the 
Daughter of a Pittsburg Convict. 

Pitrssure, Pa., Oct. 3.—[Special }|—* Bos- 
ton Buck is a notorious counterieciter now 


in the Riverside Penitentiary in this city. 


In 1885, when he was over 70 years of age, he 
was captured with two of his sons and con- 
‘victed with one of them, whose official title 
was “King of the Keystone Counterfeiters.“ 
Boston Buck’s’’ youngest daugnter, Mrs. 
C. B. Fowler of Franklin, Pa., now mekes a 
startiing statement to the effect that her 
father and tis family are the victims of a 
plot dating back to President Lincoln’s in- 
auguration. Mrs. Fowler’s disclosure is in 
substance as foilows: 

“In the year 1857, when I was a school- 
girl, there came to my father’s house a man 
named Capt. Snowden. He wanted my 
father to join a secret society that then flour- 
ished among the Democrats and known as 
the Knights of the Golden Circle. My father 
refused. Snowden then showed him sam- 
ples of gold and silver and paper counterfeit 
money, saying it was made at tne United 
States Mint by one Howell Cable, who was 
an employé there, but who really was at the 
head of ail the counterfeiters of the country. 
No man was trusted with this money unless 
he was a member of the Golden Circle. 
Snowden went to Philadelphia, but corre- 
sponded with my father.

Most of them belong to 
societies of mutual assistance on the Chinese 
plan. When one of them is penniless he can 
borrow money.

When one is ill, nurses furnish the needed 
service, and, if he dies, the expenses of his 
burial are always easily’ obtained, Several 
hundred oi them have become well off through 
the business of treir washhouses. There are 
no loafers among them, and all of them are 
noted for their industrious lives.

THE VIEWS OF A FRENCH CANADIAN

Religious Freedom in the United States— 
No Field for Betterment Under Domin-

The Cardinal Archbishop of Quebec is a 
picturesque figure among American eccle- 
siastics. 

A Herald correspondent called on the ven- 
erable preiate at the Archiepiscopal palace, 
in the rear of the Lesser. Basilica used as 
the Cathedral of Quebec. The palace is a 
large edifice, constructed of the cut gray- 
stone everywhere used for building purposes 
in the Province. There 1s an iron gateway 
separating the cloister-like yard from the 
street; and the tall posts. with large balls of 
stone on the summit of each, have the ap- 
pearance of the park entrance of an old 
French chateau. Then the high stoop, with 
its massive flanking stone columns and heavy 
projecting portico, adds to the illusion. 

It was currently believed at Quebec that 
the Cardinal would never communicate his 
sentiments to the press. Several prominent 
French-Canadian citizens were positive in 
their expressions of disbelief that an inter- 
view coula be obtained. The Herald proved 
as an open sesame, however, and its repre- 
sentative was received. with courtesy by the 
proud prelate. 

Especial inquiry was made as to how the 
church regarded the tendency shown by a 
large number of French-Cauadians to look 
with favor on closer relations with tne 
United States, 

“We have no ill-will toward the United 
States,“ was the reply. Of course we are 
Canadians, subjects to another secular gov- 
ernment, and it would searcely be proper to 
discuss the possibitity of joining in the move- 


ment toward the United States. I may say 


that there is no organized movement toward 
annexation. What the people desire isa 
commercial nearness to the United States. I 
think the mass of the French-Canadianps are 
happy and contented as they are. The young 
people go to the United States to find an im- 
proved labor field. They deem the old home 
dull and they endeavor to better their condi- 
tion. This, perhaps, is but natural. The 
families are large and all cannot obtain a liv- 
ing on the farm. Those who remain at home 
are not dissatisfied with the Government.”’ 

“Does the church openly discourage 
thoughts of union with the States!“ 

“No. The churcn flourishes.in the States 
as elsewhere. I do not see that it is ham- 
perea there. It is not well to think of chang- 
ing one’s government, you know,” and here 
his Eminence faintly smiled. 

Do you see any increased tendency to- 
ward annexation?’ 

Mankind inclines to restlessness,“ was 
the dipiomatic response. 

The Cardinal was disinclined to talk free- 
ly on the annexation question, but enough 
was dropped to accord with the intimations 
received prior to the interview that he sees 
annexation a not improbable result of the 
progress of time. 

A prominent citizen of Quebec informed 
the Heraid correspondent that he had heard 
Cardinal Taschereau say that if not com- 
mercial union he can see annexation loom- 
ing up.“ However, the astute old prelate 
was not disposed to go as far as this in the 
con versauon of yesterday. 

CONDITION OF THE CHURCH. 

The chureh formerly discouraged all 
thoughts of closer relations with the States. 
The older priesthood saw only godlessness 
and evil across the border. They feared that 
their system of education would be endan- 
gered, and that their laws which link Church 
and State would be swept away. In Quebec 
Province the las are still much as they ex- 
isted when Canada was given over to the 
English after the conquest by Wolfe and his 
successor, Gen. Murray. The treaty between 
France and Engiand, which was formally 
signed after th K 
popula io * 
joy, although contrary to the spint of mod- 
ern times. 

The church has inalienabie rights, which 
the law guarantees. A Protestant is irre- 
sponsible, but a Catholicis bound to pay to the 
church yearly tithes amounting to a twenty- 
sixth of his income. Iney are payable in 
money or produce. In the villages the priest 
takes grain, potatoes, a pig, or money, as the 
case may be. If the parishioner is derelict, 
which is extremely rare, he can be coerced 
by the lawto the extent of being jailed to 
compel an observance of histithes. There 
is a disposition to change this system on the 
partof the church. It was stated by the 
farmers with whom the correspondent con- 
versed on the subject that the system is not 
unpopular. If a change occurs it will be in- 
augurated by the church authorities. 

There are now many French-Canadian 
priests located in the United States in charge 
of flourishing parishes. They return to Can- 
ada and boast of their success in building 
churches and convent schools unaided except 
by the common law with pardonable pride. 
There is a disposition on the part of the 
younger priesthood totry the independent 
system at home. Time will undoubtedly lead 
to the reform. Ten or fifteen years ago it 
was not believed that the church could exist 
without its legal tithes. Hence the ciergy 
almost unanimously discouraged manifesta- 
tions tending toacloser relationship with 
the States. 

The priests who are settled in the States 
also testify to the extent of the liberty they 
enjoy under the laws of the country. One 
tear has been that under the United States 
Government tke control of the schools by the 
clergy would be prevented. The idea has 
also prevailed that the Protestants of the 
States were hostile to the Roman Church 
and, being in numerical superiority, would 
persecute it. In Quebec, where four-fifths of 
the population are Catholic, the advantage 
to the church is corresponding. 

A young priest who has been settled ina 
New Engiand parish for several years said 
yesterday that he saw far more intolerance 
and bigotry among the Montreal Protestants 
than the Protestants of the United States 


displayed. 
RELIGIOUS FREEDOM. 

„My relations with the ministers of the 
various sects in the town in which my 
church is located are entirely agreeabie. We 
respect each other andawell in harmony. 
The Canadian Protestants evince a deal of 
the old time energy of the Covenanters of 
Scotland. Scotch Presbyterianism flourishes 
in this province, vou know, and the charac- 
teristic stubbornness and narrow bigotry are 


shown toward all who differ with them. I 


personally think that the French-Canadians, 
as a Roman Catholic people, would be better 
off under annexation than under the Domin- 
ion Government.”’ 52 

Then you are an annexationist!“ 

“Did you ever meet a French-Canadian 
who lives and prospers in the United States 
who is not? was the reply. 

Summarizing the views of the members of 
the clergy and of the laymen who have been 
interviewed on the subject of annexation, it 
may be saia that the opposition of the church 
is rapidly ceasing to be a factor against the 
step. The older clergy have not gotten over 
their fears and prejudices. To many of 
these worthy, simple men, whose lives have 
been spent in their rural parishes, a repub- 
lican overnment recalis the so-called 
French Repubiic of 93. They still fear the 
license and ungodliness of a government of 
the people, and, with the extreme conserv- 
atism of the average Canadian, they read 
but little outside their OWn newspapers, 
which give everything Dut news. his is 
but the resultof education and custom.

John, which are occupied almost entirely b 
the French, are the seats of the business life 
of the community. The ancient prosperity 
of the city was in its shipbuilding and in its 
trade in heavy squared timber. These have 
— now. never to return. Fortunes have 

en made in the timber trade by English- 
men, but they have treated the country the 
same as they treat India. They come here 
to make money, and when a fortune 
is obtained they return to England to 
live on it. They are like the Chinese. 
i do not recall a single instance of our 
former rich timber men or shipowners who 
remain at Quebec. It is their absenteeism, 
this using of the country merely for pur- 
poses of profit that has done much to alien- 
ate the French ple from tne English. 
Ine Americans of the United States reside 
in the locality where their money is made. 
They are not, as people, given to absentee- 
ism. The enterprise of Quebec is shown by 
the French Canadian population, and 
through the manufacture of boots and shoes 
and several other industries of the St. Roch 
and St. John suburbs we keep our heads 
above water. Throughout the province, 
{ -regret to say, the present tend- 
ency is tp fall back. Montreal is not 
advancing. She may be barely holding her 
own, but that is all. I refer to her commercial 
growth. The rural communities are losing. 
Emigration to the States, where the young 
men do well, is sapping the lifeblood of the 
province. The Northwestern emigration is 
also carrying away the agriculturists, but it 
is to the States that the exodus is the strong- 
est in its tide. Every young man who pros- 
pers across the border is an agent of emigra- 
tion. He fills the mind of his brothers and 
sisters, even of his old father, with discon- 
tent with the farm and home life.

ANNEXATION MUST COME. 

„As I said, if the commercial union with 
the States is impracticable then the time is 
coming in the not distant future when an- 
nexation will be tne vital issue of politics 
here. At present it is not an active political 
a but a trifling act on the part of the 

ominion Government may fan an active 
flame. It is not easy for two peoples under 
different forms uf government to live side by 
side without one being affected by the other. 
The United States as the dominant power on 
the continent is destined to lead, and the 
smaller fishes must swim in her wake. The 
Dominion is a centralized government, ex- 
actiy the opposite of the Government of the 
States. Tue Province of Quebec is not en- 
joying home rule. She is under the dicta- 
tion of Sir John Macdonald and his Tory 
Government at Ottawa. The States of the 
Union are independent of the General Gov- 
ernment at Washington in all local matters. 
We depend on the Dominion Government for 
even the appointment of our Judges. The 
procrastination of Sir John Macdonald in not 
appointing a much needed Judge has caused 
a portion of the friction now existing be- 
tween the province and the Dominion. 

“England looks upon us as a place in which 
to make — * then to depart from. 
The Ottawa au ities are not in sympathy 
with us because Sir John Macdonald ts an 
English Tory and the Goverament of the 
province is Liberal. This insolent attempt 
of the British Government to dictate to 
the Province of Quebec on the subject 
of refunding the debentures (debt bonds) 
was mistaken policy. It exasperated the 
people without aiding the side of the ques- 
tion Lord Salisbury sought to favor. The 
peovle of the province do not like to see Lord 
Salisbury act against them in behalf of the 


I do not wish to discuss the pros and the cons 
of the scheme to redeem the bonds of the 
province atalower rate of interest; but, 
whetber the plan is right or wrong, we do 
not wish the British Cabinet to attempt to in- 
fluence the case as it did the other day, when 
itasked the Dominion Government to veto 
the refunding bill passed by the Provincial 
Parliament. Such acts will lead the French 
Canadians to think on which side the border 
their interests lie. The conditions have 
changed during the last few years, and the 
French population think more for them- 
selves. 

„One of the terms of intended opprobrium 
cast on us by the Tory Government at Otta- 
wa is that we are disloyal to Great Britain. 
The province has been one of the most loyal 
in the Dominion. Nova Scotia chose a Pro- 
vincial Legisiature favorable to annexation. 
Winnipeg bas been almost in open revolt and 
British Columbia has repeatediy threatened 
secession. Our people resent being made 
hewers of wood and drawers of water for 
the Dominion and then receive as a reward 
the charge of disloyalty.”’ 

Mr. Latellier did not stop to disguise his 
sentiments that the necessity for untram- 
meled trade relations between Quebec and 
the States is so great as to lead to annexa- 
tion as an alternative. 


THE “BASIC” PATENTS WERE SOLD. 


Supreme Court Decision in the Bessemer 
Company's Case. 

Pittsburg Commercial-Gazetie, Oct. 2: Mr. 
Justice Green, in an opinion, dismissed the 
appeal of Jacob Reese of Pittsburg in the suit 
of the Bessemer Steel Company against him 
to require him to deliver up certain patents 
for the basic process of manufacturing 
steel [a method to get rid of phosphorus in 
iron ore], at the costs of Mr. Reed. 

The court says: The chief contention of 
the purties to this litigation is upon the terms 
of their contract relation. That relauon 
is evidenced by four distinct writings.“ The 
court below held that all inventions re- 
lating to the manufacture of iron or steel into 
rails, ingots or billets, metallurgy of iron or 
steel, were included. Mr. Reese contended 
that the court erred in holding that any in- 
ventions not patented or patents applied for 
at the date of the contract were included in 
its operation. 

We are clear,“ said Justice Green, that 
when Mr. Heese stipulated in nis letters that 
he would sell or assign the exclusive right 
to use all and every patent either granted or 
applied for, together with all renewals, re- 
issues, or improvements of the same which 
can be used, or relate, or apply in any way 
to the Bessemer or pneumatic process in the 
United States, he undertook to trans- 
fer whatever inventions he had then made 
relating to the Bessemer or pneumatic proc- 
ess, whether he had at that time obtained 
patents therefor or applied for them or not. 
It seems to us that good faith requires this 
interpretation, otherwise he could hold back 
important inventions, which, in point of fact, 
were improvements upon patents then issued 
or for which applications were then made, 
and incorporating them into subsequent pa- 
tents or applications use them to the injury 
of the Bessemer Company. We are of the 
opinion that the case was rightly decided by

HOW THE PONTIAC BOYS ESCAPED. 


4 Bold Pian Which Gave Thirty-one of 

Them Their Freedom. 
three months ago a fire originated in the 
kitchen at the State Reform School located 
here. It was charged that the fire was the 
result of negligence on the part of some of 
the employés. The fire did but little damage 
owing to the prompt and able management 
of the fire department at the school. The 
bad feeling caused among some of the em- 
ployés charged with negligence in allowing 
the fire to break out resulted in the resigna- 
tion of a number of them Sept. 1, whose 
places were filled by new men. Sunday even- 
ing, Sept. 30, after services, one of the new 
men had about 100 of the boys in one of the 
school-rooms located on the third floor read- 
ing to them. A large number crowded around 
the reader and appeared to be intensely in- 
terested in the story. While the reaaing 
was going on a hole was cut through the 
floor with a knife and the plastering knocked 
off the ceiling in the second story, through 
which hole thirty-six bovs escaped. The 
windows in front of the second story are pro- 
tected by grates made of strap. tron. This 
was pried off at one corner and thirty- 
one escaped, jumping twenty feet to the 
ground. Several were tly hurt and 
caught before getting off the grounds. 
Five were caught at Chenoa the next day by 
the Marshal at that place. Seven others have 
been caught at different places within twenty 
miles of Pontiac. Fourteen still remain at 
large. Every effort is being made to capture 
them, and it is believed they will all be found 
and brought back. The State, pays a reward 
of $20 foreach boy captured and returned, 
and the police officers at the different towns 
are on the lookout. No blame is attached to 
Dr. Schuler, the Superintendent, either in 
the resignation of the officers or the escape 
of the boys. It is due to his prompt and vig- 
orous action, headed by an efficient corps of 
officers, that so many have been captured in 
so short a time. 

Four of the boys who escaped from the 
State Reform School were captured today 
and brought back to the school. The time of 
several of the boys who are now at large has 
nearly expired, two or three only taking a 
few days. On these the Superintendent will 
not pay the reward, and no effort is being 
made to capture them.

THE PASSENGER RAILWAY COMPANY. 


A Sale of the Stock at 65—The Road’s Fi- 
nances. 

There was a sale of 100 shares of the stock 
of the Passenger Railway on the Chicago 
Stock Exchange yesterday at65. This is the 
lowest price at which the stock has ever been 
publicly sold, and as the road is generally 
supposed to be doing well there is naturally 
some surprise at the transaction. It will be 
remembered that the West Chicago Street 
Railroad Company owns 7,200 shares ‘of the 
stock, which isalarge majority, and it has 
been given out from time to time that the 
company intended to buy the remainder, but 
it 1s clear that the concern does not care to 
pay the prices recently ruling. When the 
negotiations for the control of the West 
Division Street Railroad were in progress 
the question of leasing the Passenger Rail- 
road property was also under consideration, 
but it was found that the net earnings were 
only $35,000, or 34¢ per cent on the capital 
stock, and it wastherefore concluded that 
the lease ought notto be made. The roaa’s 
earning make a showing. The net’ 
earnings for the first half of the year were 
$24,789; for July, $10,519, August, $7,296; Sep- 
tember, $8,062, making a total of $50,166. 
The fixed charges are only $24,000 interest on 
the bonds, and from the above figures it may 
reasonably be expected that the net earnings 
this year will be $60,000. This would leave 

000 cable to dividends on the stock— 
that is, a little over 34¢ percent. But there 
is another side to the story. The company 
has expended $125,000in the construction 
of the Austin avenue line, and 000 
will be required, for the completion of 
that line and the purchase of equi t. 
For the contemplated in the Wash- 
ington street tunnel $150,000. will be needed, 
and the contract with the cit 
$50,000 on the Adams street b 
makes a total of $400,000, on which there will 
be an interest charge of $24,000. This would 
leave a margin for the paymentof dividends, 
which is so small as to be hardly worth 
counting. The property promises a sub- 
stantial growth, but the probability that 
there will be a long wait for dividends is suf- 
ficient to discourage holders of the stock.

E. Allen & Co. Assign, with Assets and Lia- 
bilities of About $70,000.

E. Allen & Co. were besieged by a host of 
creditors who strove in vain to gain admit- 
tance. It has been known for some time 
that this firm was heavily involved 
and this morning it made an assign- 
ment to Henry Sattler of Sattler Bros. 
The assetts and liabilities are not 
yet known, but the stock is estimated to be 
about $70,000, and the liabilities are about as 
much. The creditors are all Eastern par- 
ties, and mostly from Chicago and New 
York.

Weil, Josepn & Co. of 
Cleveland are heavy losers. Mr. Oakes said 
the assignment was caused by some credit- 
ors demanding payments before they were 
due.

Senator Farwell and Others Apply to Have 
the Decree Assessing Them & Certain 
Per Cent of Their Stock Subscription 
Set Aside—The Supreme Court Gives 
Mrs. Maria P. Storey Alimony—A Bank 
Depositor Brings Action Against 
Stockholder—Miscellaneous Items.

Henry C. Burgie, and Jumes L. Collins, all old 

stockholders of the Great Western Telegraph 

Company, now defunct, added one more to the 

long list of suits in chancery to set aside a de- 

cree of court assessing the stockholders % per 
cent of their stock subscription. Senator Farwell 
and his co-complainants make Selah Reeve, the 
builder of the telegraph line, David A. Gage, Jo- 


Siah Snow, Jeremiah M. Terwilliger, Judson M. 


W. Jones, Thomas J. Sutherland, Adelaide K. 
Sutherland, his wife, George F. Harding, John 
Clark Hilton, Franklin D. Gray, John D. Me- 
Clellan, the former receiver, and Elias R. Bowen, 
the present receiver of the company, parties to 
the suit. The bill is a lengthy one, and alleges 
that the assessment of the compiainants should 
be set aside on the alleged ground of fraud. 
There are a number of allegations of fraud in 
the winding up of the company. The bill on which 
the receiver was appointed is alleged to have 
been really brought by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, though in the name of Jeremiah 
Terwilliger, the Western Union's object being fo 
rid itselfofa rival. An agreement is also al- 
leged to have been made between the receiver 
and certain stockholders by which the latter 
were exempt on their subscriptions, and it is 
contended thatif that agreement was binding it 
applied to all the stockholders, the complainants 
included. A fraudulent compact is charged to 
have been made between the receiver and Frank- 
lin D. Gray, one of the stockholders, by which 
he was beaten in the Supreme Court, it holding 
the assessments valid. And it is averred that 
on the strength of that decision the receiver is 
now intimidat ckholders into paying. Col- 
lusion is also eng to have existed between 
T. J. Sutherland, attorney for the receiver, and 
George F. Harding, another lawyer in the case, 
Other allegations are made, but except those 
mentioned they are the same as those averred 
in the bill of Eugene Bates and other stockhola- 
ers. Like Messrs. Farwell, Fisk, and Hender- 
son, Bates and his associates are seeking to an- 
nul the assessments on stock. There are 2,000 
other stockholders equally as interested in hav- 
ing the decree annulled. 5 


Mrs. Storey Enatitied to Alimony. 

The Supreme Court at Springfield rendered a 
decision yesterday reversing a decree by Judge 
Tuley in which it was held that Mrs. Maria P. 
Storey, the divorced wife of Wilbur F. Storey, 
was not entitled to $2,000 a year from the Storey 
estate as alimony after the death of Mr. Storey. 
Mrs. Storey was divorced in 1868 and her ali- 
mony was paid until Judge Tuley ordered the 
receiver to stop the payments, holding that they 
ceased when Mr. Storey died. Mrs. Storey ap- 
— to the Appellate Court, which affirmed 

udge Tuley. She then took her case to the Su- 
preme Court, which reversed the order stopping 
payment of alimony, holding, it is thought, that 
it continues until Mrs. Storey's death. | 


A Stockholder’s Liability. 

Jacob Nelke was a depositor in the German 
Savings Bank, better known as Greenebaum's 
Bank, which failed in 1877. Nelke did not sub- 
mit his claim, and thus lost the dividend 
which was paid to depositors. Proceed- 
ing under the bank’s charter, which provided 
that a stockholder should be liable for twice the 
amount of his stock subscription. he sued Jailer 
Folz, whose subscription was $3,000, to recover 
his deposit of 8613.72. The attorney for Folz 
argued that any recovery by Nelke was barred 
both by his failure to present his ciaim and by 
the two and five year statutes of limitations. 
Blum & Blum, who appeared for Nelke, contend- 
ed that neither the two nor the five year limit 
prevailed in this case. They took the position 
that the charter did not impose the stock liabil- 
ity as a penalty, but that it was a written instru- 
ment and barred only by the lapse of ten years.

Henry Villard and His Distinguished Guests 
~The Montana Copper Output. 

Henry Villard, President of the Oregon Trans- 
continental Company, arrived at the Palmer 
House yesterday morning from New York. He 
is accompanied by the Princess von Schleswig- 
Holstein and Prof. yon Esmarch of Germany, 
who are the guests of Mr. Villard while traveling 
in the West. The Princess is an aunt of the 
present Empress of Germany, and is a decidedly 
good-iooking brunette of about 35 years of age, 
of medium hight and well-rounded figure. She 
is a fluent conversationalist, but not in the En- 
glish language. She has been in America about 
six weeks and said her visit was one that she had 
long looked forward to with delight, and her 
ideas about the deur of America had been 
realized. It was .her intention, she said, to re- 
turn to Chicavo in a day or two and spend some 
little time, not only here but in Milwaukee, Dr. 
Sinn of that city being in Chicago to meet her. 
Prof. Esmarch is a distinguished surgeon in Ger- 
many. and was a delegate to the recent medical 
convention at Washington. He said that his 
trip through America was with the intention of 
securing a much needed rest, but at New York 
and other p'aces they had kept him busy per- 
forming operations. He had paid little atten- 
tion, he said to the Pasteur theory of inocula- 
tion, it being distinct from his line of work, but 
Germany had not taken to the Pasteur doctrine 
at all, and the physicians there had no faith in it.

ERN AND WESTERN LINES.

Eastern Managers Insist That Freight Af 
fairs Must Be Considered at the Same 
Time That the Passenger Complications 
Are Taken Up—No Advertising Arrange- 
ments with Theatrical Companies to Be 
Allowed—The Failure to Advance East- 


Bound Freight Rates. : 

The joint conference committee of General 
Managers appointed by the Central Traffic and 
Western States Passenger Associations to con- 
sider the relations between the Eastern and 
Western roads and bring aboutan adjustment 
of through freight and passenger complications 
expects to hold its first session Oct. 17. There 
is little prospect that the committee will be 
able to accomplish anything. When the roads 
in the Western States Passenger Association re- 
quested the Eastern lines to appoint a confer- 
ence committee it was forthe sole purpose of 
settling the complications caused by the action 
of the trunk lines in boycotting the Alton be- 
cause it refused to stop the  pay- 
ment of commissions in Eastern ter- 
ritory. The Eastern roads refusing to sell 
tiekets over the Alton, the latter found it neces- 
sary to appoint Eastern agents. It now refuses 
to withdraw them until all Eastern lines have 
removed the boycott, and this prevents the 
Western States Passenger Association agree- 
ment from being carried out. Chairman Blanch- 
ard and the Central Traffic Association man- 
agers thought there was a good chance to bull- 
doze the Western roads into making important 
concessions to Eastern lines in freight matters, 
especially the division of through rates. They 
therefore decided that the conference committee 
must act upon the passenger and freight compli- 
cations simultaneously. Chairman Abbott, fear- 
ing that this action would defeat the original ob- 
ject, addressed a communication to Chairman 
Blanchard a few days ago culling attention to 
the fact that the constituency of his 
association had nothing to do with freight at- 
fairs, and that the adjustment of the Alton boy- 
oott shouid not be made dependent on the simul- 
taneous adjustment of freight complications. 
Mr. Blanchard, in reply, states that the Eastern 
managers acted advisedly and would insist on 
both subjects being considered. For $1 involved 
in the passenger issue he says there is $100 in- 
volved in the manipulation of freight rates. 
There was no more reason why the Eastern as- 
sociation should be reques to adopt the 
forms of the Western organization than t the 
latter should be governed by the former. The 
Western roads have in their passenger depart- 
ment a troublesome case, which can only be ad- 
justed by the codperation of the lines east of 
Chicago, and they are asked to abandon the goy- 
cott against the Alton. Mr. Blanchard thinks 
the committee which he appointed should not so 
determine unless in other and more important 
particulars advantages were good. The West- 
ern managers are disgusted with the unreasona- 
bie and selfish position taken by Mr. Blanchard, 
and they will no doubt abandon further negotia- 
tions if the committee at its first meeting does 
not decide to act on the passenger matter inde- 
pendently. 


Northwestern Passenger Affairs. 

A mecting of the Northwestern Passenger As- 
sociation was held yesterday at Chairman Ab- 
bott’s office. James Allison, President of the 
Cincinnati Centennial Exposition Company, and 
Commissioner Goodale appeared at the meeting 
and urged the making of cheap excursion rates 
from the Northwest to Cincinnati during the 
closing weeks of the ex tion. The subject 
being subsequently considered the conclusion 
was reached that the desired rates could not be 
consistently adopted. The following resolution 
was adopted: 

‘That no advertising arrangements with the- 
atrical companies, base-ball clubs, or similar or- 
ganizations shall be permitted. Any method 
which cuts reguiar tariff or agreed rates is a vio- 
lation of agreement.“ 

Additional rules for the government of the as- 
sociation were pro for consideration, but 
held over for action at the next meeting. 
consideration of relations with the trunk lines 
regarding emigrant traffic from New York to 
Northwestern points was deferred until the 
Joint Conference Committee of Eastern and 
Western Managers have taken action in the 
matter. The request of the Southern Passenger 
Association for extension of time on return por- 
tions of tourist tickets held by residents of 
Fiorida whose stay in the North is prolonged on 
account of the yellow-fever epidemic was com- 
plied with. 


Why the Niekel-Plate Changed Ita Mind. 
The reason given forthe sudden change of 
mind of the Nickel-Plate on the question of ad- 
vancing freight rates to the East is that a secret 
understanding was reached last Friday by the 
managers of the Lake Shore, Michigan Central, 
and Pennsylvania. Previous to that time all 
the Vanderbilt lines favored the aavance in all 
rates and the Pennsylvania opposed any advance 
whatever. The Lake Shore and Michigan Cen- 
tral subsequently agreed with the Pennsylvania 
to oppose the advance in grain, cattle. and 
dressed beef rates on condition that the latter 
agree to the restoration of all other kinds of 
freight, except that provisions should be tive 
cents less than the tariff of March 5. The Nickel- 
Plate not knowing of this arrangemert with- 
drew its consent to a partial advance in rates in 
oraer to force the Pennsylvania to ree to an 
advance in all rates. Then the other Vanderbilt 
roads stepped in and forced the Nickel-Plate to 
reconsider its action and agree to the advance of 
rates as ag proposed. The private com- 
act between Lake Shore, Michigan Central, and 
ennsylvania regarding grain, dressed beef, and 
cattle rates is believed to be for the purvose of 
compellin roundabout and outside lines to 
abandon their demand for differential rates.

The decision of the Supreme Court concerning 
the alleged industrial school” conducted by 
the Sisters of the Good Shepherd and the Sisters 
of St. Joseph is gratifying to Roman Catholics 
not in politics. It.has been perfectly understood 
among the intelligent body of this church that 
there is not and never has been any industrial 
school in fact where these two communities have 
been made to appear to have one. Perhaps the 
girls have been taught to scrub, wash dishes, 
etc. But that is not what the State contemplates
